On the evening of March 11, 1964, Dr. MARTIN LUTHER KING 
spoke at a freedom rally at the Klein Memorial in Bridgeport, 
Connecticut. The rally was sponsored by a committee of 
local citizens for the benefit of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference of which Dr. KING is president. 

There was no admission to this rally. The public was 
invited, however, a collection was taken up for the Southern 
Christian leadership Conference. 

After this freedom rally. Dr. KING was greeted by an audience 
of over eight hundred persons at St. John’s Episcopal Church, 
corner of Park and Fairfield Avenue in Bridgeport, where he 
also make a brief talk. The talks by Dr. KING were in 
connection with the various phases of the current civil rights 
bill which is now before the U.S. Senate. 

He left Bridgeport in the vicinity of midnight and was 
going to Kennedy Airport in New York City. Information 
was received that on March 12, 1964, Dr. KING was going 
to Louisville, Kentucky to attend a meeting. The nature 
or purpose of this meeting was not known, however, it 
was indicated that it was a meeting and not a speaking 
engagement.

Jones told King that "we M have been 'Overhauling” and 
going over the records of the New York Office (of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference /^CLC^office) in connection 
with mailing procedures and the ^mailing) lists.

Jones 
remarked that the money could be given directly to the 
building fund and there would be no question about a tax 
deduction. King indicated that the way it is arranged at the 
present time the check would be made out to the Urban League 
and that they weuld make the distribution.

King said he told Rodman 
that he could not do it that way because the League did not 
have trouble collecting money and that they were tax exempt

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Reference is made to' Mr* DeLoach's memorandum of 2-5-64 
in which he reported a conversation he had had with Ed Guthman of 
/ the Department concerning letters to members of Congress dealing 
with Martin Luther King. In this connection the Director has 
inquired as to my activities with regard to clearance of such 
communications. 

The only letter which I had anything to do with clear¬ 
ing was one from the Attorney General to Senator Richard B. 

Russell dated 11-1-63, The circumstances surrounding this are 
as follows: Shortly after noon on 11-1-63 Assistant Attorney 
General (AAG) Marshall furnished to me the Department's file of 
correspondence with Senator Russell concerning the association 
of King with Hunter Pitts O'Dell, A proposed letter to Senator 
Russell for the Attorney General's (AG) sigpature dated 11-1-63 
was attached. Marshall said he and the AG had discussed the 
proposed letter with the President. Marshall asked us to con¬ 
sider the language in the proposed letter to Senator Russell to 
determine if it would jeopardize our informant or otherwise 
interfere with our investigation of communist matters. 

Since time was of the essence I took the proposed letter 
to Mr, Belmont's office and discussed it with him. We concluded 
that there were definite objections to the letter as it was writtei 
as it specifically referred to sensitive sources available to the 
FBI.

From the tone of Guthman’s entire remarks, it would appear he had 
two thoughts in mind without actually stating such thoughts. These thoughts were 
(1) that the Attorney General is most anxious that information concerning King not 
be released; and (2) that the Attorney General's connections with King, and his 
defensive statements concerning King to the Congress in Civil Rights hearings, 
could certainly injure the Attorney General's political chances for the future. 


I made it a point to tell Guthman before he left that the Department was, 
of course, very close to the Saturday Evening Post, particularly in view of the 
deliberate leaks of information to the Saturday Evening Post on the Cassini and 
Valachi matters. Itold Guth man that if the Saturday Evening Post had obtained 
information concerning King, it would appear that they might have received such 
information from the same sources where they had gotten their previous facts.

Following my conversation with the Director at approximately 10 AM 
this morning, after the Director had talked with the Attorney General, I called Guthman 
and told him he apparently had misquoted my conversation with him of last night.

"quite concerned about a letter the Attorney General had written in which he defended 
Martin Luther King. " I told Guthman I had not mentioned any letter in my conversation 
with him.

He also admitted I had not indicated that I was "quite concerned" in referring to the 
Attorney General. Guthman explained the basis of the Attorney General’s call to the 
| Director by stating that he and Burke Marshall had gone over to see the Attorney Genera 
and while in his office had mentioned the information which apparently has been 
I accumulated by the Atlanta, Georgia, reporter. In explaining to the Attorney General, 
Guthman stated he told the Attorney General he had discussed this matter with me 
last night and that from the tone of my remarks, Guthman understood that (1) any 
exposure of King might possibly jeopardize FBI sources; and (2) any exposure of King 
might react publicly against the Attorney General inasmuch as the Attorney General

had defended King before the Congress. I told Guthman my remarks to him had 
not meant to imply any potential embarrassment whatsoever to the Attorney General 
and that I had brought the Attorney General's name into the conversation only because 
of the many newspaper articles which had been written quoting the Attorney General 
and his defense of King. Guthman stated that the Attorney General was very fond 
of me, and that he and the Attorney General, though they would not be around much 
longer, felt their relations with my office had^^^"bTThe~cTosesrnature. He~stated 
the Attorney General did not under any circumstances believe that my remarks had 
implied possible potential embarrassment but the Attorney General had called the 
Director merely to keep the record straight. 


Guthman referred once again to the so-called ’’letter" the Attorney 
General had written concerning King. He admitted once again this matter did not 
come up in our conversation last night. H e stated there had been a letter, however, 
as a result of the Attorney General’s appearance before the Magnuson Committee in 
the Senate. This occurred at the time of the Attorney General’s appearance concernin 
Civil Rights legislation. Senator Monroney had questioned the Attorney General as 
to King’s communistic connections, according to Guthman. The Attorney General 
promised to write Senator Monroney a letter.' Guthman stated that such a letter had 
been prepared and had been couched in a very careful language. He mentioned that 
the letter had been cleared bv Assistant Director Evans and had then been ddivered 
to Senator Monroney. He stated that following delivery of this letter, either Katzenbac 
o r Bur jcaJJar shall, along with Mr. Evans f had orally briefed Senators RusselTanci 
onrxm ^v-r^^ding King’s communistic connections. 



No record was located in Bureau files to indicate that the Attorney 
General or anyone in the Department contacted us regarding what information should 
be supplied to the Senators and Congressman relative to King, Mr. Evans has declarec 
that he most certainly did not clear any letter written to the Senators or the 
Congressman on this topic.

On July 26, 1963, newspapers throughout tne^country reported that 
Senator Monroney had released the contents of a letter to him from Attorney Genera; 
Kennedy stating there is "no evidence” that King or any of the other top leaders of 
the civil rights groups is a communist or communist controlled. The letter revealet 
the Attorney General based his statement "on all available information from the FBI 
and other sources." This letter was dated July 23, 1963. A similar letter 
apparently also was sent to Senator Magnuson. 

On July 27, 1963, Senator Russell of Georgia wrote the Director 
inquiring about much the same matter. This letter also was referred to the Attorney 
General under date of July 31, 1963. On November 1, 1963, Assistant Attorney 
General Burke Marshall contacted Mr. Belmont's Office relative to the letter from 
Senator Russell and a subsequent letter from the Senator to the Attorney General 
vigorously complaining about not having received an answer to the earlier 
communication. A proposed reply to Senator Russell over the Attorney General's 
signature was provided and Mr. Belmont expressed objections to the wording, 
particularly since it would jeopardize a most sensitive source. Mr. Evans conferre( 
with the Attorney General and Mr. Marshall later on 11-1-63 and it was determined 
that the draft of the letter to Russell had been approved by the President. The draft 
w 7 as rephrased three times and each draft was rejected by the President who finally 
instructed that an innocuous communication be sent to the Senator and delivered 
personally by Mr. Marshall and Mr. Evans with Mr. Marshall to orally brief the 
Senator.

Galamison contacted Rustin again later in the 
r.oinir.g and described the previous night's meeting as a 
"lynch Galamison meeting" which lasted three hours. Galamison 
said his defenders were few and out-voiced.

Howe stated the film generally deals 1 
with the racial situation in this country and the members were particularly disturbed 
and irked at the fact that Martin Luther King appears to predominate the film. He j 
appears in better than half of the entire film and after viewing it the members gotthe 3 
impression that he had played an advisory role in its preparation. 

Howe stated on a strictly confidential basis that the Chairman with the ^ , 
concurrence of the other members of the Subcommittee feel that an approach should £ $ 
be made to the President so that he can instruct USIA to withdraw this film and not ,l 
permit its circulation. The Chairman also suggested to Howe he might want to mention 
to the Senate Appropriations Committee Clerk, Harold Merrick, that maybe members 
of the Senate Subcommittee on Appropriations would want to view this film but definitely 
without giving any of the King bade ground which was furnished off the record. f>.J« 

Howe stated that yesterday afternoon after viewing the USIA movie members 
had also observed the editorial in yesterday’s Washington Post dealing with this picture 
which in substance indicated it was a good film; however, it would meet with opposition 
from certain areas particularly those who were "confused" or "fainthearted. "

The March 1, 1954, issue of the "Young Socialist 
Challenge/’ published as page three of "Labor Action," 
an official publication of the Independent Socialist 
League (ISL), contained an article concerning the 
creation of the YSL, which pointed out that at a unity 
conference occurring February 12-14, 1954, at Labor Action 
Hall, New York, New York, a merger occurred between the 
Young Peopled Socialist League (YPSL) and the Socialist 
Youth League (SYL). The new organization was named the 
YSL. 


A confidential informant on June 15> 1954, made 
available the minutes of the YSL*s National Action Committee 
meeting of April 13, 1954, which reflected that one S. 
SITEMAN, "Chairman of SP (Socialist Party) Youth Committee," 
had objected to a statement appearing in "Commerce," a 
New York University journal, which indicated that the YPSL 
merged with the SYL to form the YSL. Ke explained that 
the YPSL did not merge with anyone, that it continued to 
exist as the youth section of the Socialist Party. He 
explained that a small group of the YPSL was dropped, 
expelled, or suspended from that organisation and joined 
the SYL, v.’hich he characterized as the youth group of the 
"Trotslcyite ISL, " He explained that after these few former 
members of the YPSL joined the SYL, the SYL then proceeded 
to change Its name for Its own purposes. 

On April 9, 1936, another confidential informant 
advised as follows: 

The YSL has frequently worked in close sympathetic 
cooperation with the ISL toward similar objectives, although 
each major issue given mutual consideration is decided upon 
by these organizations individually. The YSL serves as an 
apprenticeship for the ISL, but ISL selection of members from 
YSL ranks is made on an individual and personal basis.

Rustin replied that This Is one or "the weaknesses which 
will have to be worked out, and he advised King to stay 
away from that question. He stated that "they" (Citywide 
Committee for Integrated Schools) want to see the Princeton 
Plan adopted and a plan to fight for integration and 
Improvement in the quality of education. King asked what 
the Princeton Plan was. Rustin told him that It was a 
plan to make the first three grades in a Negro school 
available to everyone and to make the next three grades 
in a white school available to everyone.

Rustln 
Indicated that the main criticism of the plan which came 
from the Board of Education is that it affects only '20 to 
25 segregated elementary and junior high schools. Rustln 
said that they did not take Into consideration the 
building of 25 segregated schools which would move it 
back to the starting point. Rustin said they would have 
to stop the building of new schools in ghettos. Ke stated 
they wanted the new schools built where they can be 
integrated. Rustln said the Negro leadership is not only 
interested in integration but also in bettering the educa¬ 
tional system and the schools themselves. Rustin indicated 
that when there are new and better schools, parents will 
not care about the bus transportation, and he pointed out 
that v;ealthy people have been transporting their students 
by bus to private schools for years. Rustin. stated that 
they point out that "bussing" is only transportation an'd 
not segregation. King asked how they get around the 
question that "bussing" is more of a burden on the people, 
and Rustln replied that he tells people that they will be 
willing to bus their children for a better education. King 
said that one of the things which he points out is that 
one cannot use residential segregation as an excuse to 
perpetuate de facto segregation at the expense of better 
education* King suggested that they meet tomorrow 
(February 7» 1964) at 12:30 P.M. at the Park Sheraton 
Hotel, 7th Avenue and 55th Street, New York City.

With respect to the foregoing information. 

It Is to be noted that Martin Luther King 
and Bernard Lee, who is Martin Luther King 1 © 
assistant and travelling companion, were 
registered in Rooms 815 and 8l6 (on the 
8th floor) at the Park Sheraton Hotel. 

At 5:00 P.M., Bayard Rustin was observed departing 
from the hotel. At 5:10 P.M., Martin Luther King, Stanley 
Levison and Clarence Jones were observed getting off an 
elevator in the lobby of the hotel. Ab they walked through 
the lobby and out of the hotel, they were engaging in 
conversation.

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On February 6, 1964, the first confidential 
source furnished information which indicated that Bayard 
Rustin contacted Tom Kahn on that date. Kahn told him 
that there was a "beautiful piece" in the "New York Post" 
by Wechsler on February 6, 1964, which completely Justified 
Rusting position (in visiting the Soviet United Nations 
Mission). Rustin said, "This is a big break-through and 
may prove # be a windfall." 


In the "New York Post" of February 6, 1964, 
there appears an article written by James A. Wechsler 
captioned "News Story." In this article, Wechsler talks 
about an article appearing in the "New York Daily News" 
in which it was revealed that Bayard Rustin appeared at 
a party at uhe Soviet United Nations Mission. According 
to the article, it was almost inevitable the "News" woulc 
try to portray the school boycott as the product of a 
communist conspiracy, and it was indicated that this was 
done crudely and cynically. 


It was stated that Bayard Rustin is a long-time 
pacifist who rejected communism more than 20 years ago 
and who, during the period when the United States and the 
Soviet Union were military allies, spent 28 months in a 
federal penitentiary as a conscientious objector, and it 
was stated that this was hardly the conduct of a communist. 

Aocording to the article, Rustin was at the 
Soviet Embassy on Tuesday evening, and it was stated that 
there was nothing furtive about his presence there. He 
was there as a member of the Committee for Non-Violo'ht 
Action, a pacifist group which staged the "San Francisco 
to Moscow Walk for Peace" in 1961. As a sequel to that 
Journey, a Soviet "peace group" v/as invited by the 
United States pacifists to pay a visit to the United 
States. It was stated that Rustin attended the reception 
at the Soviet Embassy as an initial participant in this \ 
exchange.

The March l. 1954 . Issue of the ''Young Socialist 
Challenge,” published as page three of "Labor Action," 
an official publication of the Independent Socialist 
League (ISL), contained an article concerning the 
creation of the YSL, which pointed out that at a unity 
conference occurring February 12-14, 1954, at Labor Action 
Hall, New York, New York, a merger occurred between the 
Young People's Socialist League (YPSL) and the Socialist 
Youth League (SYL). The new organization was named the 
YSL. 


A confidential informant on June 15, 1954, made 
available the minutes of the YSL's National Action Committee 
meeting of April 13 , 1954, which reflected that one S. 
Siteman, "Chairman of SP (Socialist Party) Youth Committee," 
had objected to a statement appearing in "Commerce," a 
New York University Journal, which indicated that the YPSL 
merged with the SYL to form the YSL. He explained that 
the YPSL did not merge with anyone, that it continued to 
exist as the youth section of the Socialist Party. He 
explained that a small group of the YPSL was dropped, 
expelled, or suspended from that organisation and Joined 
the SYL, which he characterized as the youth group of the 
"Trotskyite ISL." He explained that after these few former 
members of the YPSL Joined the SYL, the SYL then proceeded 
to change its name for its own purposes. 

On April 9, 1956, another confidential Informant 
advised as follows: 

The YSL has frequently worked in close sympathetic 
cooperation with the ISL toward similar objectives, although 
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YOUNG SOCIALIST LEAGUE (YSL) CONTINUED

It was pointed out by the reporter to Rustin that his (Rusting 
record differs from that of the President and the Ambassador 
in that Rustin saw fit to belong to the Young Communist 
League between 1938 and 19^1, although he has alway? denied 
be Inc; a member of the Communist Party. 

Rustin said that he felt the Negro community "will 
not be alarmed because they know my long history of anfci- 
totalitarianlsm, of my criticism of the Soviet destruction 
of the trade union movement, and my protests against anti- 
Semitism In Russia.' 1 Rustin also stated, "I am so fsv removed 
from any Communist ideology that I have fe^r* of talking 
to them - and for that reason feel obligated U* change 
I their minds."

Stancey Levison was in contact 
with Ruth Bailey at the New York Office of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC). He advised Bailey 
that he would be at the SCLC office that day to show the 
new girl about the mailing lists, (r _ 

It is noted that a person by the name of Adele 
Cantor has been engaged to take over the operation of the 
New York SCLC office. 
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This document contains neither recommendations

On February 4, 1964, a third confidential source, 
who has furnished reliable information in the past, furnished 
information which inchoated that Clarence Jones contacted 
Stanley Levi son on thur. date. Levi son mentioned that he 
had been at the SCLC office on that date and had found the 
place in ’’bad shape”. Jones told Levi son that "the matter 
has been changed to Friday", and Jones indicated that he 
has been attempting to contact Bayard (Rustin).^ju 


With respect to the foregoing information, it is 
to be noted that Martin Luther King wants to see Bayard 
Rustin on Friday, February 7 > 1964, in New York City.

On 2-4-64 Reese Cleghorn, a free-lar^e writer ax.d reporter 
for the "Atlanta Journal," contacted the Atlanta Office. He stated he 
had previously written an article appearing In the 6-3-CG irru: e" th~ 
"Saturday Evening Post" regarding Y srtln Luthei* Yin?, Jr., and the 
Southern Christian Leadership Concerence (fcCLC). He further adviced 
that even though he was aware of Hunter Pitts 0*Dell*s correction with 
King and the SCLC, he did not use this information In the June, 1953, 
article appearing in.the "Saturday Evening Post." He related ho was 
the newspaper reporter who by means of a pretext telephone call toad 
established that Hunter Pitts 0*1)611 was in fact an employee of the 
New York Office of the SCLC several days following the public announce¬ 
ment made by Martin Luther Sing to the effect Q*Lell was not on their 
payroll, ^ 

Mr. Cleghorn stated he has done considerable research Into 
Martin Luther King* his associates and organization over the past three 
or four years and he has been recently authorized by the "Saturday 
Evening Post" to do another article on Martin Luther King, Jr., and that 
> he is in the process of collecting facts for this article. He advised 
that the "Saturday Evening Post" will pass final approval on the article 
in approximately two weeks and whether it is approved or not will depend 
solely on what information be has been able to assemble, 

? During the course of this contact had with Cleghorn, he displays

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"He Is Assistant Director of the Southern Leadership Con¬ 
ference and recently I>?vieon has acted as close adviser to King. 
Levison wrftte the speech which King delivered to the AFL-CIO Mational 
Convention held in Florida during December, 1961. Levison is ucing 
King In order to gain access to the White House. 



In regard to the above, Cleghorn stated that he had found 
only one instance where the Southern Leadership Conference nano had ever 
been used and that was in connection with a New York City fund-raising 
campaign, which funds were for Martin Luther King and the Southern 
Leadership Conference. He suggested that the word "Christian" was 
omitted so that It would not offend Jewish people who desired te 
participate in this campaign. Cleghorn stated that as near as he 
could tell, be received this information on or about 1-25-63. 


Cleghorn stated that in order to collect the necessary data 
for the proposed article for the "Saturday Evening Post," he anticipated 
leaving Atlanta on Wednesday, 2-5-64, and plans to stop at the Depart- 
»nt of Justice, as well as the FBI, In Washington, D. C., In an effort 
to obtain certain desired Information. Be advised, based on what infor¬ 
mation he has and which is usable, bis article this time would necessari: 
bo one showing efforts of the Communist Party, and citing the Hunter Pit^ 
O'Dell case as an example, to infiltrate the SCLC and the lact that they 
were unsuccessful in so doing. 

Cleghorn indicated he would also go to New York City in an 
effort to develop additional Information desired for this article.

Marshall recognized that the decision as to whether to talk to 
King again is rightfully one for him to make personally. He asked for 
advice, however, as to whether, if he decided to go ahead and talk to King, 
jtlus would endanger our operations in any way, he having noted that much 
of the information in our reports originated with highly confidential sources. 
;Marshall was informed that we would certainly consider request and be 
!in touch with him.

ACTION TO BE TAKEN: 


Marshall should be told that a decision as to whether he is to 
see Martin Luther King again is one for him to make. It should be pointed 
out to him, however, that any detailing of specifics as to meetings might 
well endanger our confidential sources. However, if Marshall feels he has to 
name one definite meeting, he can refer to the one at the airport at New York. 

If approved, Marshall will be informed in line with the above. 
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
